AMERICAN COUNCIL EDUCATON 


CHALLENGES PRESENT SCHOOL 


SET-UP; SURVEY IS PROPOSED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(/P)— 
The American council on educa- 
tion has challenged the existing 
school setup and seeks to determ- 
ine if it is out of touch with so- 
cial and economic times. 


A broad effort to rechart the 


course of education and gear it 
with changing forces of the day 
was 
mapped 
yesterday 
by the 


council, the creation of a non- 
governmental 
commission of 14 


members who will meet Monday 
to launch a four-point program of 
inquiry Into- youth problems. 


An $800,000 private grant will 
finance the five year intensive 
survey which is designed to be 
fact-finding and remedial. 
In announcing the 
plan, 
Dr. 


George F. Zook, council president 
laid emphasis "on the part youth 
plays in the present-day crisis." 
He said youth's problems 
"may 


constitute a fundamental threat 
to national welfare." 


Of all arrests reported to the 


justice department in 1934, Dr. 
Zook said, 114,233 or 37.5 per cent 
were under 25 years of age and 
15.1 per cent under 20. He said 


there are no existing social agen- 
cies "equipped to provide 
ade- 


quate supervision and protection 
for these young people." 


The four-told undertaking 
In- 


cludes; 


1—Analysis of the characteris- 


tics of youth and an evaluation 
of the influences to which they 
are subject. 


2—Study of commonly accepted 


goals in the education of youth 
to determine the 
adequacy

trends. 


3—Investigation of agencies con- 


cerned -with the youth problem, 
and the recommendation of pro- 
cedures which seem to influence 
the young effectively.

onstrations.

HULL EXPRESSES REGRET OVER 
NEW YORK MAGISTRATE'S WORDS 


BUT DISCLAIMS RESPONSIBILITY 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 
14.—(IP)— 


The United States today express- 
ed official regret that Magistrate 
Louis B. Brodsky of New York 
City had made "insulting" 
re- 


marks concerning the Nazi flag, 
but disclaimed responsibility for 
his words as 
not voicing any 


official attitude of this govern- 
ment. 


Secretary Hull 
extended 
this 


government's regret orally to Dr. 
Rudolf Lcitner, charge d'affaires 
of the German embassy, who was 
summoned to the state depart- 
ment for that purpose. 


"Although 
In 
this country," 


Hull said, "the right of freedom 
of speech Is well recognized by 
our fundamental law, it is to be 
regretted that an official having 
no responsibility for maintaining 
relations 
between 
the 
United 


States and other countries, should, 
regardless of what he may per- 
sonally think of the laws and 
policies 
of 
other governments, 


thus indulge In expressions offen- 
sive to another government with 
which we have official relations." 


Criticizing statements made by 


Magistrate Brodsky in which he 
referred to the swastika banner 
as a "pirate flag" in freeing five 
alleged communists charged with 
tearing the flag from the liner 
Bremen on July 26, Hull said: 


"The department is constrain- 


ed to feel that the -magistrate, in

AMERICA'S LESSON. 


The 
whole 
nation 
is 


shocked by the tragic and 
horrible drama enacted in 
Louisiana. Yet, if Ameri- 
cans are capable of learn- 
ing anything1 from example, 
they ought to learn much 
from the stricken state's sit- 
uation. 


They should learn 
the 


evils of such a dictatorship 
as the late Senator Huey P. 
Long had established in one 
of the sovereign states of 
the 
Union. They 
should 


'learn the debasing quality 
and the futility of assassi- 
nation as the way out. 


Louisiana has been the 


victim of a suppressive rule 
very nearly as severe as 
that of Mussolini in Italy or 
Hitler in 
Germany. That 


sort of control 
creates 
a 


smoldering rebellion that is 
always likely, sooner or lat- 
er, to break out in individ- 
ual, 
if not mass, violence. 


A 
keen 
observer 
who 


spent some time in Louisi- 
ana last winter says, "The 
most shocking thing I had 
to report from New Orleans 
and Baton Rouge was the 
general feeling of hopeless- 
ness in the ability to throw 
off Huey's yoke of demo- 
cratic processes and the 
widespread belief that it 
could be done 
only 
by 


force." 


To an outsider it seems 


clear that Louisiana has a 
long and difficult t a s k 
ahead of it to restore de- 
mocracy in its government. 
A new state 
constitution 


which centers less power 
in the governor may have to 
come. In the immediate fu- 
ture a scramble for power 
n.ay be 
accompanied 
by 


more violence and tragedy. 


Let 
Americans 
observe 


and realize it is better to 
hold fast to democracy in 
the first place, to strength- 
en the democratic institu- 
tions of the free ballot, of 
freedom 
of 
speech 
and 


press and assembly, of hon- 
est education.

If, therefore, one 
could find a previous year 
in which the same lunar 
and solar movements occur- 
red as will occur, for in- 
stance, in 1936, the pre- 
sumtion is that the weather 
of the early year will be 
duplicated in the one com- 
ing.

days of the year (making

Basing his predictions on 


all 
available 
information 


about weather in that re- 
gion 372 years ago, M. Cas- 
siopee predicted that France 
would have a mild winter in 
1934-35, that heavy rains 
would occur at the end of 
October, 1934, causing the 
Rhine to flood in Novem- 
ber, 
and that the summer 


of 1935 would be except- 
ionally hot and dry. So far.

STEADIED INDUSTRY. 


Stabilization of the auto- 


mobile industry by stagger- 
ing the introduction of new 
models and 
auto 
shows 


over a period of 
several 


months—beginning in the 
fall—was regarded dubious- 
ly by many motor executives 
when it was first proposed 
two years ago. Neverthe- 
less the plan was worked 
out and has been made ef- 
fective this year. So far, it 
seems to be working nicely, 
and many of the industry's 
leaders 
are 
now 
whole- 


heartedly in favor of it. 


The auto industry was ac- 


tive right up to the recent 
shut-down for retooling for 
new models. In fact, some 
business was lost by curtail- 
ing 
production of current 


models before the demand 
dropped off. It looks now 
as if that loss would be am- 
ply compensated by active 
business in the fall quarter, 
formerly one of the lowest 
seasons of the year. There 
is going to be a fall rush 
instead of a fall slump. 


Stabilization of this in- 


dustry has distributed em- 
ployment a little more even- 
ly than heretofore, and has 
given a similar advantage 
to the steel ti-ade and 
to 


makers of parts. With this 
experiment

successful, 


ways may be sought to put 
other seasonal industries on 
an annual production basis,

into the World War, went 
out of the window along 
with party and personal 
politics. _The cocky pride of

Our government 
will

longer protect war profits. 
Americans hereafter will

stop them when they start. 


That is, if the nation it- 


self thinks, speaks and acts 
in the right spirit of neu- 
trality shown by Congress 
in this enlightened act.

take a holiday. Over Labor 
Day week-end, traffic fatal- 
ities occurred in this coun- 
try at the rate of more than 
three an hour.

persons seriously injured. 


Tragic as that figure is, 


the National Safety Council 
says it would have been far 
worse if there had not been

ricane. Yet study of a map 
of the course of that devas- 
tating wind reveals that the 
storm ??iight have done a 
great deal more damage if 
it had not turned in its path 
just as it did. 


Starting as a rather mild 


distubrancc north of Haiti 
and heading for the Baha- 
ma Islands, it veered toward 
Cuba as it increased in fer- 
ocity. Great anxiety was felt 
for Havana, but again the 
storm changed direction and 
struck the 
Florida 
keys. 


Tragic toll of human life 
was taken there in the .vet- 
erans' road building camps. 
Otherwise, the keys are so 
sparsely populated that the 
number of possible victims 
was comparatively low. The 
storm then 
turned 
north- 


west along the coast line, 
doing plenty 
of 
damage, 


but less than would have 
been inevitable if it 
had 


gone only a little farther 
inland. 


The vagaries of such a

tlon or camouflaged saloon, where- 
by, even though the brass rail bar 
may be outlawd, yet practically 
the same evils of open saloon sales 
will again be upon us,'1 he said. 


Urges Clear-cut Definition. 
"I earnestly urge, therefore, a 


clear-cut, simple, 
understandable 


definition and prohibition of the 
open saloon so as to carry out 
the letter and the spirit of the 
constitutional amendment." 
Governor Allred did not commit 


himself as to the merits fo the 
state monopoly or private licens- 
ing systems of liquor control, say- 
ing the legislature had power to 
establish either. 


"If regulation of private traffic 


In the liquor business is deter- 
mined to be the proper policy, then 
this legislature must intelligently 
determine upon what basis liquor 
shall be taxed," he said. '"The state 
needs revenue, not only for the 
administration of the liquor laws 
you may pass, but for the general 
treasury as well." 
He asserted 
the constltutonal 


amendment intended that the peo- 
ple in wet territory were entitled 
to liquor under proper regulation, 
and the community which voted 
dry had an equal right to expect 
it "shall not be overrun by an 
outlawed traffic beyond its boun- 
daries." 
Would Prohibit Order Taking 
"It will not be sufficient, in my 


Judgment, to simply prohibit for 
instance, 'the manufacture, sale, 
possession and transportation of 
intaxicatlng liquors' in dry terri- 
tory," he said. "Every other form 
of traffic in liquor in such com 
mmunities should be outlawed. In 
other words, all needful legisla- 
tion, such as prohibiting the tak- 
ing of orders giving, furnishing, 
et cetera, of liquor within such 
communities, should be enacted." 


The governor otherwise recom- 


mended: 


Provision for holding local op- 
tion elections to determine wheth- 
er subdivisions now desire to per- 
mit or prohibit the sale of liquor 
Of more than 3.2 per cent alcohol- 
ic content. 


Simplification in regulations to 


expedite collection of taxes, de- 
tection of violations and prosecu- 
tions in liquor cases. 


Opening the books of any per-. 


son or corporation engaging In 
the liquor business to inspection 
by the established regulatory or 
tax collecting agency. 


Prohibiting 
ownership of 
any 


dispensing agency or store, or the 
furnishing of any fixtures or fi- 
nancing through holding compan- 
ies otherwise, by and brewers, or 
distilling company, or person en- 
gaged In any other brnach of the 
liquor business. 


Prohibition of sale of liquor to 
minors or their employment In 
places where liquor is sold. 


"The people voted for the gen- 
eral principle of repeal of the 
liquor amendment," the governor 
concluded, "but they are looking 
to this legislature to carry out 
their desires by prompt, intelligent 
and clear-cut legislation."

MINISTER OUTLINES 
U. S. CONSTITUTION 
AND SOflOENEFITS 


REV. H. J. ELLIS DELIVERS 
INTERESTING ADDRESS ON 
AMERICAN CONSTITUTION 


ROBERT C CRANBERRY, JR., 
WEDS IMOGENE ROBINSON AT 
METHODIST CHURCH SATURDAY 


At tho special request of mem- 
bers of the local chapter of the 
Daughters of tho American Revo- 
lution, -which is sponsoring the 
observance In Corslcana of Con- 
stitution Day on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 17, which is the 148th an- 
niversary of the United States 
Constitution, the Rev. H. J. Ellis, 
rector 
of St. John's 
Episcopal 
church, on Sunday morning de- 
livered a most Interesting sermon 
or address on the subject ot "The 
American Constitution." In it he 
outlined 
some 
guarantees 
and 


benefits derived from that me- 
morable document of American 
history. 


Basing his remarks 
on 
the 


scripture as found In Deuteron- 
omy, the 
fourth chapter, 
and 
eighth -verse, "What nation Is s'o 
great . that hath 
statutes 
and 


judgments so righteous as all this 
law which I set before you this 
day,'" the minister recited a few 
preliminary details of the Consti- 
tution and then gave its pream- 
ble, 
as follows: "We, the people 


of the United States, in order to 
form a more perfect union, estab- 
lish justice, insure: domestic tran- 
quility, provide for the common 
defense, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure the blessings of 
liberty to" ourselves and to our 
posterity, do ordain.and establish 
this Constitution for the United 
States of America." 
What Is Meant By Constitution. 
The Rev. Mr. Ellis said In part: 
"At the outset It might be well 
to define wHat is meant by Con- 
stitution. Briefly stated a consti- 
tution is the organic law, writ- 
ten or unwritten, of a body poll- 
tic—the fundamental law of the 
State, whether It be a written 
Instrument of definite date, as 
the Constitution of the United 
States, or an aggregate of laws 
and usages which 
have 
been 


formed in the courses of ages 
like the English constitution. • » * 
"During the democratic upris- 
nlg in Central Europe about the 
middle of the last century the 
people Of each country demanded 
that their autocralo rulers should 
grant them a constitution 
that 


would give them rights , hitherto 
unknown-to v them. 
The consti- 
tution sought by these people was 
an Instrument having the force 
of a solemn pact by which the 
monarch, who hitherto had ruled 
alone, or nearly so, should give 
,up .,a substantial share of 
hia 


power to his subjects' so as to 
give them, in a measure, self- 
government. 


Its Mixed Character. 
"In the case of 
the 
United 
States, which were .self-governed 
from their inception, it was a 
solemn engagement between the 
different portions of society as to 
the political powers which each 
should exercise. 
In the British 
constitution it is the complex 'or- 
ganization which has grown up 
during the' many centuries the 
British people have existed, and 
which, In consequence, has a sta- 
bility 
and 
adaptation 
to 
all 
classes. • • • One reason for the 
successful working of the Ameri- 
can and tho British constitutions 
is their mixed character. No one 
class of people is morally capable 
of "wending supreme power with- 
out abusing it. A Nero, a Coli- 
gula, a Tiberius, not to mention 
modern instances, have fully dem- 
onstrated what uncontrolled roy- 
alty can and will do. • • • 
"By the State and National con- 


stitutions of the United States all 
legislative power is vested in the 
National 
and State 
legislatures, 


and the executive power is vested 
In the President of the United 
States and the governors of the 
several states, all of whom are, 
elected—and removed—at frequent 
intervals. The judiciary interprets 
the law and In turn is restrained 
by written statute and perscrip- 
tions. The rights of the people 
are guarded by the habeas corpus 
act and by further guarantees of 
both State and National charac- 
ter. • * » 


Bight of Trial By Jury. 


"The 
jury trial stands as a bar 


to malicious persecution or prose- 
cution. No man can 
be pro- 


nounced guilty of crime until • 12 
of his peers have passed.;upon the 
evidence against him. Nor can 
anyone be imprisoned for an In- 
'definite 
period 
without 
being 


brought to trial, for a writ of 
habeas corpus can be applied for 
which requires that the individ- 
ual be produced within a certain 
time for trial, or else released 
Should an exigency arise necessi- 
tating a change In the Constitu- 
tion, the change must be sub- 
mitted to the people and ratified 
by them. » » * 


"The 
Constitution of the United 
States was framed by chosen rep- 
resentatives of the 
people who 


met at Philadelphia and finally 
adopted It on September 17, 1787. 
It was 
ratified by the several 


States and became the law of the 
land on the first Wednesday in 
March, 1789. Its 
preamble, sets 


forth the aim and object of the 
instrument, 'as just quoted. Wil- 
liam E. Qaldstone, the 
greatest 


English 
statesman 
of his day, 


speaking of this instrument, said: 
'The most 
remarkable 
political 


document ever struck off at one 
time by the brain and purpose 
of man Is the Constitution of the 
United States. It made a great 
nation out of 13 little Independ- 
ent states, and made that nation 
a people's nation. The Constitu- 
tion of the United States created 
a Democracy and gave that de- 
mocracy a lasting guarantee.1 • * * 


Eower Inherent In People. 


"Our 
Constitution 
gives 
the 


full power to the people, or to 
be more exact, it proclaims that 
the power is inherent in the peo- 
ple. 
It is WE—you and I—the 


people of the United States, who 
have ordained 
and 
established 


this • Constitution 
as 
the 
funda- 


mental law of our country. • • • 


"But 
the sovereignty 
of 
the 


people la not the arbitrary, blind 
caprice of a mob any more than 
the unrestrained will of a despot. 
It Is not the right of any class, 
small or great, to oppress an- 
other. It is not the struggle be- 
tween classes at all. It is simply 
the recognition of the natural and 
equal right* of men as a basis 
of government, formed for their 
protection by the people 
them- 
' 
t>g.

that no private property shall be 
taken for public use without prop- 
er recompense; that to God alone 
is man responsible for the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of revealed

these provisions

have the essence of our consti- 
tutional system. 
You have the 


principles of justice made 
the 


birthright of the American citi- 
zen, beyond the reach of disturb- 
ance from any source whatever. 
You have the rule of equity ap- 
plied to everyday existence, right 
guaranteed to every citizen, which 
tho strongest may not invade and 
the weakest may invoke for his 
protection. * • * 


"Again the Constitution guar- 


antees to every man the right of 
free speech. 
We may 
criticize 


the administration or «ven the 
policies of the 
government' as 


much as we please so long as 
we avoid language that would in- 
cite to sedition 
and 
rebellion 


against authority—a privilege the 
American people are not slow in 
availing themselves of. Above all 
the constitution 
guarantees 
to 


every man the freedom of relig- 
ious thought and expression. • • » 


"Happily, as we think, In our 


Nation Christianity predominates, 
our -institutions are Imbued with 
the. spirit of Christianity and sur- 
rounded by Christian, atmosphere. 
Nevertheless 
the 
non-Christian 


minorities are fully protected In 
the exercise of their religious lib- 
erty. In both houses of Congress 
and In all public offices and 
pub- 


lice affairs we proceed on the 
principle that a man's religion is 
a 
personal thing between 
him 


and his Maker. 'To 
his 
own 


Master he standed or falleth.' 


Proclaims Equality of 
Man. 


"Such, then, in brief, are some 


of the more salient rights and 
privileges guaranteed by our Con- 
stitution, it has safeguarded the 
Declaration of Independence which 
proclaimed the equality of man 
before the law and in opportunity. 
Under the Constitution life, liber- 
ty and the pursuit of happiness 
is vouchsafed to all. 


"The 
world has seen empires 


and dynasties based upon arbi- 
trary power flourish for a time 
and perish; the civilization they 
have brought forth has been as 
transient as themselves. Neither 
government nor civilization con- 
tained any 
clement of 
perma- 


nence until it came to be founded 
upon the principles of civic and 
religious liberty. * • • 


"The 
Magna Charta was 
the 


starting point not only of 
free 


institutions but of the only civil- 
ization that ever could or ever 
did survive political systems and 
pass on from the ruin of one to 
the 
establishment 
of 
another. 


Magna Charta continued in em- 
bryo the framework of our 
Con- 


stitution, for it proclaimed a new 
area in which the rights of man 
became superior 
to 
government 


and his protection became 
the 


condition of his allegiance. Bat- 
tles have been fought over it, but 
never in vain, for at last It came 
to be established forever, and not 
only on English soil but amont; 
the whole Anglo-Saxon race on 
every soil.

FRENCH PREMIER DEMANDS 
ENFORCEMENT OF. LEAGUE 


OF NATIONS COVENANTS

today placed France in the, 
ranks with Great Britain,' 
Russia and the smaller na- 
tions of Europe in defense 
of the peace obligations of 
the League of Nations cov- 
enant.

' .Charles Tlreadore Te Water, the 
delegate from the Union of South 
Africa, warned that "Africa will 
arise" In case of an Italo-Ethlo- 
plan war. 


> "'My government," said Te 
Wa- 


ter, "and the whole people of my 
country, "both black and white, 
view with deep concern and with 
the slow but apparently relentless 
march of the disease of war into 
our continent. 
Never Forget* Nor Forgiven. 


. "Let it never be forgotten—the 
long memory of black Africa nev- 
er forgets and never forgives in- 
jury and Injustice.' 


The South African delegate even 
hinted at the possibility his na- 
tion, might withdraw 
from the 
league with the words: "We, who 
have been desirous of continuing 
a most loyal member of the league 
believing profoundly in its pur- 
pose, can continue as such only 
by a deep conviction in its hon- 
esty." 
Whether Italy would heed these 


•warnings was still uncertain. The 
irritation, of the Italian delegate 
•was 'gradually mounting. 


"For 
ten days we have been 
here now waiting for a real and 
serious examination of our accu- 
sations against Ethiopia," an Ital- 
ian delegation 
spokesman 
said.

The Italian spokesman empha- 


sled that he was not referring to 
Laval's speech which, he said,

The French premier, cheered at 


length as he took the rostrum, 
began by asserting that in a dis-

France has had cruel deceptions 


at Geneva, he said, but has nev- 
er become discouraged and wants 
to render to the League stronger 
and stronger. 
"The covenant continues as our

Was In Violation of Law 


That this release was in viola- 


tion of article 3, section 55 of the 
constitution, as follows: "The legis- 
lature shall have no power to re- 
lease or extinguish or to authorize 
the release or extinguishing, in 
whole or in part, of the indebted- 
ness, liability or obligation of any 
corporation or individual to this 
state." 


That after the release of this 


debt allegedly due the state, the 
Security Trust company delivered 
to the said counties the bonds 
which were never theirs, upon con- 
dition that the counties released it 
from their claim for deposit. It 
was alleged that thereafter the 
Security Trust company declared 
a 50 per cent dividend. 


Had the releases not been made, 


the petition claims, the state would 
have realized about the sum of 
$250,000 from its dividend claim.
